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The AGRICULTURAL CONSERVATION 
PROGRAM, including the various 
phases which effect apriculture 
in Cassia Counts, is provided for 
by the Agricultural Adjustment 
Act of 1933. . 


The liajor purposes of the act 
are: 


(1)To conserve national re- 
sources and preventing the waste- 
ful use of soil fertility in the 
interests of the individual and 
the public. 


(2) To assist in the market- 
ing of commodities for domestic 
consumption and export. 


(3) To rerulate interstate 
and foreinn commerce in cer 
tain basic commodities, such as 
wheat, to the extent necessary 
to provide en orderly and balanecd 
flow of such commodities to market. 


(4) To provide, in so far as 
is practical, parity prices for 
farm comnoditics and parity in- 


come to, She. larmcrs 


(5) To assist consumers to obtain an 
adequate and steady flow of farm commod- 
ities at a fair price to thems 


In fulfilling thesc purposes, there 
are several ramifications to the act. 


First, the program csllg: for Reviggaes 
state and county limitations as to the 
aercage of potatoes and wheat. The toval 
alloted aereage for these two commodi- 
tics will not produce in-exeess' of nore 
mal consumptive nceds to the consumer 
ond to the farmer.
